in it. This condition, the report said, 
-was evidently due to the lack of suf- 
ficient stone screening during the early 
process of hardening under traffic. 


In full the report was as follows: 
"We, the undersigned aldermen from 


the Third ward to whom was referred 
the communication of D. W. Holmes 
with reference to the condition of the 
paving on Oakland-avenue, would re- I 
spectfully report that we have made 
the investigation as to the condition 
referred to and find that said street 
was paved with asphalt macadam dur- 
ing the summer of 1916, with John 
Brown and Charles J. Connors; that 
said pavement was constructed under 
a three year guarantee clause, a copy 
of which is herewith attached which 
requires that the contractors keep and 
maintain" said pavement in good order 
and condition for a period of three 
years from and after the completion 
and acceptance of the work; that the 
acceptance of the works was made 
on Dec. 8. 1016; that the bond for 
said work was furnished by the United 
States Fidelity and Guarantee 
com- 


pany, Baltimore. 
Lacked Stone Screening; 


"This would leave the responsibility 


for the maintainance of the pavement, 
ordinary wear excepted, in the hands 
of the contractors, or their bondsmen. 


The defects in the pavement refer- 


red to by Mr. Holmes seem to have 
been occasioned by the 
picking 
up 


under traffic of the squoegee or sea 
coat of asphalt and stone chips used 
in finishing the surface of the pave- 
ment, due evidently to the lack of 
sufficient, stone screening during the 
process of hardening of the surface 
under traffic.
